Ely was sealed on a piazza Of n, hoM in 
Jaffa when hiu atl cntion \\ an aitracted 
to half ii dozen boj s playingin tlio strc-et 
below. 
All bnt one of the boys had 


swarthy complexions characteristic o!

light complexionecl, with perfect Cau- 
casian features. 


"That boy," said oue of the gentie- 


mnu, "looks lo mo as though ho be- 
longed to tho streets of Now York in- 
Ftead of Jaffa." Their interest in the 
little fellow was aroused to such an ex- 
tent that they went down to inquire, 
and to their burpriuo ho spoke a little 
English, lie said ho lived with his moth- 
er a .short distance up tho street, and tho 
party, including Mr. Ely, walked up 
stii.Pt and entered the woman's hon«o, 
which proved to be a hovel o£ the woi.st 
kind. 
The>y addrpsised her in English, 


and she was beside herself with joy to 
hear her native tongue spoken, and to 
their utter astonishment sho told them 
that her home is in Maine, 


"Maine, my good woman! What m tho 


world are you doing here?'' asked otic of 
the party. 


The woman then explained that many 


years bince a number of men and women 
in the Mdine village she came from wuc 
carried away with tho idea that tho sec- 
ond coming of Christ was near at hand, 
and that when ho docs come ho will first 
appear in Palestine. A colony scrapud 
up all their savings of years, and with 
their families they emigrated to Jaffa to 
be ou hand when Jesus appears. 


"Do they all livo here?" was asked. 
"They did,'' she replied, "but some of 


them, discouraged and tired of waiting, 
went back to America, tho rest died, 
and I am here all alone with my boy." 


"And how do you support yourself?' 
"By washing for strangers, and I have 


a hard time doing it. 
Some weeks all I 


can do is to keep from starvation." 


Oue o£ tho men told tho woman that 


Jaffa was no place for her and advised 
her to go back to America with her boy, 
give him a good American education aiid 
bring him up as an American citizen, 
but the woman simply tniiled at tho sug- 
gestion. 


Returning to tho hotel, tho gentlemen, 


all of whom woro well to do, figured out 
the cost of sending tho woman and her 
boy back to her native village in Maine, 
made up a purso aud threw in enough 
for incidental expenses aud spending 
money. This done, they offered her tho 
money—-and a good round sum it was— 
but bho absolutely refused to touch a 
penny of it. 


"This is quite a temptation," she said, 


"but I camo hero to await tho second 
coming of Christ, and I intend to remain 
hero until ho comes, unless I die first." 


That was her ultimatum, and no 


amount of argument could dissuado her 
from her course.—Cleveland World.

L. Strong, a wceli or two since" ata a 
iomon and swelloTrecl ono of tho-eee'ds 
Which it seeres lodged :n his stomach 
and attracting to it a cen ain proportion 
of the food subsequently eaten by him 
was soon surrounded bj a clot or mas> 
of matter -srtuch, gradually grew larger 
After a short time Leake began to Bnffe 
acute pains in the region of his stomac! 
and applied to a phyai ;ian, who diag 
nosed bis trouble as indijjestion and pro 
ceeded to treat him for it. 


Bat the pains increaset'l, and it soon be 


came a matter of irapeasibiiity for the 
sufferer to retain any f o 3d except eucj 
as was administered in a liquiel form 
and the doctor began to nuspect that tin 
cause of the trouble lay beyond the ordi 
nary phases of indigestion and declared 
an operation necessary.

The surgeons thorougUy explored th< 


abdomen and intestine!-, but withou 
finding any disturbing object, tiough i 
"was observed that the siomach was dis- 
tended to nearly tvrico iis normal size 
Leake Buffered the greati-st agony, with 
repeated efforts to vomit, which con 
tinned until death ensued.

stomach as a creeping plant does a trail,

No More "I^i«aiappe" In Xew Orleant. 
"Lagniappe" will be more honored in 


the breach than in the observanco among 
tradesmen of Xew Orleans in future. 
This is the name of tho jjratuiiy which 
the Creoles were wont to givo to cus- 
tomers, the recipients being chiefly chil- 
dren and colored people 
It took the 


form usually of confectionejy, piistry or 
nuts. The practice is a relic of the old 
Spanish de>mination in. Lemisiana. The 
-word "lagniappe" is a transformation of 
the Spanish phrase '-la tappa," which 
means a gratuity, a swee' ener, to make 
a pnrchase&pieased with leis bargain. 


This custom it seems aas never ob- 


tained outside of tho teccnd and third 
districts of the city, anil "lagniappo" 
was so prescriptively gro-inded that it 
came to be regarded as a right to which 
the people were legally entitled. In an 
sge of sharp and sordid computation, 
however, tho tradesmen fir. d the gratuity 
too much of a tax on thoir profits. Afe>v 
days ago the Retail Grocers' association 
of the second and third districts adopted 
a resolution doing away with tho pic- 
turesque usage.—New York Post. 


Cariosities From Kejr West. 


Dr. Einar Lonnberg has -eturned from 


his trip to Key Vrest for :he purpose of 
scientific research among marine ani- 
znala. He describes the sea there as 
enormously rich in fish, and tho sponging 
grounds as the best in the world.

never before been seen, along the Florida 
coast. He found many strsiigo mollusks, 
crustaceans, actinias and worms, and the 
first—of the land specie-)—were very 
abrmdant on the keys on account of the 
calcareous soil. On Key West he found 
a snake that exists uowhero else, also the 
great black «c"jpion, impo -ted probably 
from the West India islands. An ani- 
mal of 6cmi«llip3oid form a bout an inch, 
which he is not ablo to clajisify beforo it 
ij dissected, is probably a new discover^.
